bill promoted by the Dublin corporation in |

Parllament to enable it to extend Its bound-
aries by taking in a numboar of townships
which bhave grown up around fts borders.
Those townships, which are practically a
part of Dublin, are mainly residentinl, and
in all expcept one the tories have ¢ontrol
of the governing bodies. They gain all the
advantages of proximity to the city, of which
20 per cent of thelr residents use the roads
and enjoy the publie facilities; but because
the Dublin corporation has a natlonalist
majority the townships flercely resist any
fnclusion within the city boundaries,

The bill pussed through the House of Com-
mons, where It was bitterly fought for
twenty days, though the corporation to dis-
arm the townships conceded them a prefer-
ontinl tax rating and offered them a far
farger representation in the proposed new
governing body of greater Dublin than they
wers proportionately entitled to, In the
House of Lords the bill was roferred fo a
commitiee presided over by the duke of
Northumberland, with four other pecrs, all
excopt one of whom are unlonists.

The ground landlords of two of the prin-
elpal townxhips opposed to be Included in
Dublin happen to be peers, the earl of
Pembroke and Lord Ardllsun, whlle some
other peers also own land In the other
townships In guestion.

Overwhelming Case Made Out.

The case made out for the bill was over-
whelming, but after fifteen days' considera-
tion the duke of Nortbumberland, without
glving any reason, anpounced that the com-
mittee could only pass the bill on the con-
dition that the townships be excluded, The
other powers sought In the bill are unim-
portant. 8o the declsion Is eguivalent to &
refection of the bill after the corporation
bad spent §200.000 promoting it

Private bills are supposed to be dealt with
by the commiltess purely on their present
merits, al least 4 majority of them are; but
in this case the unlonlst people had s chance
of ebliging their Irish colleagues while deal-
fng & blow at an Irish nationallst corpora-
tlon and they could not resalst the tempia-
1lon.

The bill comes back to the House of Com-
mons on Tuesday for an agrecment with the
lords admirals, and the nationallst parly are
endeavoring 1o get it restored fo Its former
shape, but if they succeed It will certalnly

Drive About the Grounds, However,
FProves Too Heavy m Tax and
is Cut Short.

PLATTEBURG, N, Y., July 20,—President
MeKinley's first caller today was George
MoCurtls Treadwell, Governor Roosevelt's
military secretary, who bore a4 messiage
from the governor bldding the presidont
welcome to New York state. The president
spent most of the day in reading the news-
papers and attending to his correspondence.
Mrs. MeKinley felt stronger than she did
yesterday. After Juncheon a two-seated
carriage was brought up, with a driver, and
the president and his wife took a short
drive around the hotel grounds.
